^^dnesday was opening day for the office 
of Brian Murray a general practice physician 
who said he runs a clinic in Michigan where 
qualified patients can receive medical mari- 
juana. But the new Illinois law allowing med- 
ical marijuana won’t provide anyone with the 
drug until next year. 

The Illinois law, signed this month by 
Gov Quinn, allows for the legal possession, 
use and sale of marijuana for some 40 medi- 
cal conditions, including HIV, AIDS, cancer 
and other diseases.

West Pullman 
on Tuesday saw a 
double homicide, 
the first double 
homicide in Chi- 
cago since June, 
according to a Red- 
Eye analysis of pre- 
liminary police data. 

Two men, ages 35 
and 38, were shot to death in the 100 block of 
East 120th Street, police said. 

West Pullman has logged 12 homicides so 
far this year. The South Side community area 
recorded 13 homicides last year, according to 
RedEye data. 

The previous double homicide was June 
28 when a 31-year-old woman and a 5-year-old 
boy were shot to death in the 5300 block of 
South Winchester Avenue in New City Red- 
Eye found. 

In the last week, gunshot homicides were 
logged in Chatham, Chicago Lawn, Doug- 
las, Englewood, Greater Grand Crossing and 
West Elsdon, RedEye determined. 

Meanwhile, a 35-year-old man was stabbed 
to death Aug. i in the 7300 block of North 



Seeley Avenue in Rogers Park, officials 
said. On Wednesday, a 28 -year-old man was 
stabbed to death in 3000 block of West 
Douglas Boulevard in North Lawndale, of- 
ficials said. 

July ended last week with 52 homicides, up 
from 49 homicides logged in July 2012, Red- 
Eye found. 

Ten homicides have been recorded so 
far this month. Eifty-seven homicides were 
logged in August 2012, according to RedEye 
data.

BEVERLY HILLS, Calif. It is hard to say who will 
grieve more for Matthew Crawley when the 
next season of the wildly popular “Downton 
Abbe/’ airs: his on-screen widow Lady Mary 
or the legions of fans. 

At least the latter can rest assured. Several 
eligible bachelors will swoop in on the mourn- 
ing Mary and her English estate in Season 4, 
producers and cast members said Tuesday of- 
fering critics a tease of what lies ahead. 

“Downton Abbey” has become one of the 
most talked-about television series around 
the world. In the United States alone, the 
story of a fictional aristocratic English family 
a century ago has become the most watched 
drama ever on the PBS network. 

The British show has won nine Emmys and 
is nominated for another 13 this year, includ- 
ing for best drama series. 

The decision to leave by actor Dan Stevens, 
who played Matthew, forced writer Julian Eel- 
lowes to send him to an early death in the fi- 
nal minutes of Season 3, just as Mary had given 
birth to their first child. 

(Spoiler alert!) In a clip shown to a meeting 
with the Television Critics Association, Sea- 
son 4 (which airs in the U.S. starting in Janu- 
ary) opens with Mary finding it hard to bond 
with her child. She sees Matthew every time 
she looks at the baby’s face, said actress Mi- 
chelle Dockery who plays Mary 


Cast members were guarded in how much 
they wanted to reveal. But Dockery did say 
that Mary will have “more than one love in- 
terest,” one of whom is an old family friend 
and “all quite handsome.” Executive producer 
Gareth Neame spoke of “some eligible bach- 
elors” descending on Downton. 

The clip also shows Mary’s grandmother, 
played by Maggie Smith, encouraging her to 
start managing the estate alongside her broth- 
er-in-law Tom Branson, also a widower. 

Despite a good relationship, Dockery 
brushed aside speculation that Lady Mary 
and Branson, once the family’s driver, would 
form a romantic couple. 

Mary will face some competition for at- 
tention from her unlucky-in-love sister Lady 
Edith, who Neame said will have a “very ac- 
tive year.” 

Edith, played by Laura Carmichael, contin- 
ues to work as a journalist, spends more time 
in London and enjoys the modern ways of the 
Roaring ’20s. 

“I like to think about her as the Carrie 
Bradshaw of the ’20s,” Carmichael said. 

Dockery said she hopes no more cast mem- 
bers leave the show and “as far as we know, we 
are all doing Series 5 next year.” 

Prodded by critics to say how long “Down- 
ton Abbey” will run, Neame said it won’t run 
to World War II, which still is 18 years away 
“but I think the show has a lot further to go.”

HAIRBANGERS BALL .

Back in 2011 when hotshot bartender Paul 
McGee still helmed The Whistler, the Logan 
Square bar threw its first tiki-themed party: 
Ironicall}^ the bash fell on the same night 
as the epic snowpocalypse that 
steamrolled the city with 70-mph 
winds and blew the sign off The 
Whistler’s facade— but no 
matter. Enthusiastic crowds 
still showed up in leis and 
Hawaiian shirts, and the party 
planted an idea in McGee’s 
mind: One day he would have his 
own tiki bar. 

Two-plus years and a career move 
later, McGee opened Three Dots and a Dash 
in River North at the end of July with partners 
R.J., Jerrod and Molly Melman of Lettuce 
Entertain Tbu. Partially in the style of West 
Coast bars such as Trader Vic’s, which had a 
Chicago location for decades, and the city’s 
own now-closed Kon-Tiki Ports, McGee 
embraces all the kitsch and fun of the tiki 
style while pointing to contem- 
porary revivals in cities such as 
NewTbrk and San Erancisco. 

“It’s hard to go over the 
top with tiki,” McGee said. 

“The fun of tiki is that you 
expect it to be over the 
top.” At Three Dots, that 
means jewel-toned lanterns, 
ukuleles on the walls and 
plenty of custom-made, 
totem-shaped mugs. But there’s 
always one thing that’s serious, Mc- 
Gee adds, and it’s the drinks. Ready for 
rum and a yacht-rock soundtrack, I followed 
the torches through the alley behind Bub City 
and descended some eerily blue-lit stairs to 
Mr. McGee’s lair.

In fact, the menu is refreshingly free of 
frozen slushies, pre-mixed red non- 
sense and other saccharine-loaded 
crimes against the tropics. Cozy 
up to these real warm-weather 
I cocktails (all $ 13) , half of which 
are based on historic recipes 
from the great tiki bars of yore 
such as Trader Vic’s and Don 
the Beachcomber. McGee— who 
sometimes circles the room charm- 
ing tables— first directed me to the 
namesake Three Dots and a Dash cocktail, 
which began with a honey sweetness before 
sailing me into a rum-soaked sunset on a raft 
made of pineapple. (I think my eyes may 
have rolled back in my head a bit.) Eor my 
second round, I chose from the right half of 
the menu, which lists modern cocktails based 
on McGee’s original recipes and riffs on 
classic styles. The Painkiller No. 3, a 
milky combination of Bajan and 
Jamaican rums plus coconut li- 
queur, passionfruit juice and 
cream, tasted like tropical 
eggnog— and I mean that 
in the best way possible. 
Though the descriptions of 
_ these two cocktails weren’t 
^ accompanied by an adorable 
skull icon (which designates 
“drinks of impressive strength”), 

I had consumed four types of rum in 
the span of an hour and felt my head begin 
to buzz like a Maui mosquito. I stole a final 
sip of my date’s A Lonely Island Lost in the 
Middle of a Eoggy Sea— one of those “impres- 
sive strength” offerings made with aged rhum 
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agricole and black strap rum, plus cold-brew 
coffee— hoping the caffeine would help shake 
off the rum-induced drowsiness. 

BRING YOUR FRIENDS 


Unlike McGee’s former digs at The 
Whistler, Three Dots actually has room 
for large groups. Scoot your friends into 
one of the massive leather booths that 
line the perimeter and zero in on the “For 
Sharing” section of the menu. If your eyes 
haven’t adjusted to the dim basement lighting, 
don’t fear— the menu is the size of a newspaper, and it 
has pictures, which makes group decision-making easier. 
%u’U have your choice of three punches ($50 -$385, serving 
between three and 12 people), the most expensive of which 
arrives in a dry ice-filled treasure chest with a bottle of 
Dom Perignon— because why not? Though they weren’t 
sipping any of the punches, the table of people nearest 
to me certainly was in high spirits. When one woman, a 
dead ringer for Heidi Montag, shouted “Dude, it’s so dark 
in here, I sat down with the wrong people!” I wasn’t sure 
that it was completely the lighting’s fault. Another choice 
overheard snippet: “Spraaangbreeeaky’all!” 

THERE WILL BE SNACKS 

It’s not wise to knock back multiple tiki drinks on an empty 
stomach; thankfully Three Dots’ small food menu isn’t an 
afterthought. Fresh-from-the-fryer crab rangoon envelopes 
($11) shatter upon biting and reveal a creamy not-too-fishy 
crustacean filling. Coconut shrimp ($13) aren’t the fist-sized

monsters you’d find elsewhere; they arrive as pip- 
ing hot curlicues primed for dipping in one 
of the four sauces. I liked them best with a 
housemade sweet chili sauce that I wish I 
could take home by the quart. 




MARVEL AT 
' THE DETAILS 


Aes, the scene is campy with raffia, 

^ lanterns and servers in Hawaiian-print maxi 
dresses, but playful doesn’t mean sloppy when 
it comes to service or presentation. McGee’s 
attention to detail— and the Melmans’ reputation for 
flawless hospitality— shines. Before you’re a few cocktails 
in, make note of the swizzle sticks shaped like a tiki-fied 
McGee, or the delicately arranged nasturtiums floating 
like Monet’s lilies atop the Lonely Island cocktail. Even the 
pork belly buns ($14) are served between miniature, slightly 
sweet Hawaiian rolls— a stylistically appropriate touch that 
I appreciated. 

BOTTOM LINE 

McGee said tiki is one of the country’s longest-running 
cocktail fads, and now I understand why Three Dots has 
fun where appropriate— with kooky mugs and a Beach 
Boys-esque soundtrack— but treats its drinks with rever- 
ence and precision. Don’t be surprised if you stop in intend- 
ing only to have one drink and end the night hours later 
having consumed enough rum to sink Jack Sparrow

started a whole lot of new thinking about 
female characters and stuff 

When you go to a conven- 
tion— like Wizard World— 
what is it that you look 
forward to the most? 

Let me add that I also 
love the babes, in the 
innumerable bikinis that 
you see. The metallic biki- 
nis, it’s like Halloween and 
they all get dressed like they 
want to. And no one is going to 
call them any names, where they 
can just be beautiful and show that they 
have it. And I’ve gotta say, man, the girls 
have been getting steadily hotter at conven- 
tions over the last few years.

It’s a very cool thing to be embraced by 
the fan that loved {“Superman Returns”} 
and some other projects I have done. 


More recently you did piay a role in the 
Edgar Wright fiim “Scott Piigrim vs. the 
World,” and I’m wondering if you ever have 
someone challenging you to a fight as an 
“evil ex,” you know, just as a lark? 

{Laughs.} I haven’t had any challenges yet. 

I often get asked to quote lines from that 
movie, but no challenges fighting or bass 
duels yet. 

How did it feei for you seeing somebody 
else wearing the Superman costume? 

It’s interesting, you know? Thankfully— I’ve 
had a lot of time — seven years out of the 
suit I guess. I had my time, and it was great. 
Although I haven’t seen the film, it seems 
like Henry {Cavill} has done a nice job. He 
certainly looks the part. Another thing I 
guess that makes it easier is that the suit 
doesn’t really look like my suit. 

Do you find that there are any cool perks 
that come from having been one of the few 
actors who have played Superman? 

I think I get a lot of respect in certain fields, 
you know like with servicemen and -women, 
who respect Superman. It’s particularly 
kind of cool meeting people who’ve lived in 
military service or police, firefighters and 


stuff like that. And on planes I get a lot of 
respect, a lot of attention. Because {they 
go} “oh, we’ve got Superman on board, so I 
guess we’ll be OK.” 

Yeah, but whenever Superman is on a 
plane, the plane tends to be in trouble, so I 
don’t know if I’d be that relieved you were 
on board. 

Yeah, I try to warn them that I don’t really 
know how to do all those things the guy in 
tights does. 

I know you’re active in social media. Where 
can your fans interact with you? 

I 
have Eacebook, but I don’t do that so much. 
You know, I was very hesitant to begin the 
whole Twitter experience, but I think I’ve 
been online for two or three years now, I 
feel more free to tweet. I tweet a lot more 
often if I’m working on something. I also 
tweet about some of the nonprofit work 
that I do with National Service and com- 
munity service, people giving back in those 
ways.

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*Society gets to me’ 

‘Elysium’ director Neill Blomkamp creates a whole new world

In tlie future-set utopia tliat Neill Blomlcamp 
dreamed up for “Elysium,” the lawns are man- 
icured and lush, the women are slim and beau- 
tiful, and everyone is very very rich. 

If that sounds a lot like certain neighbor- 
hoods in Los Angeles, it’s no accident— the 
South Africa-born writer-director found in- 
spiration for his fictional enclave in Bel-Air 
and Beverly Hills as well as wealthy sections 
of his home city, Johannesburg. 

‘A lot of parts of L. A. are interchangeable 
with suburbs in Joburg,” Blomkamp said. 
“Very big, ostentatious houses with palm 
trees and lawns. Lawns are very important. 
Never underestimate lawns.” 

Blomkamp’s action movie, which opens 
Lriday is about haves and have-nots in 2154, 
with the haves living on Elysium, a luxury 
habitat that orbits a ruined, overpopulated 
planet. Down on Earth, factory worker Max 
(a shaven, tattooed Matt Damon) contracts 
cancer in an industrial accident and is desper- 
ate for the advanced medicine available on 
Elysium. Up in the orbiting idyll, a cunning 
politician (Jodie Eoster, with a Erench accent 
and prim suits) is working mightily to keep 
out people like Max. 

“Elysium” is Blomkamp’s second feature 
film and his second depiction of a world with 
gross inequalities via the cinema-friendly 
tools of science fiction. His first, the 2009 
apartheid parable “District 9,” became both a 
sleeper box-office hit and— improbably for a 


movie featuring prawn-shaped aliens — a best 
picture nominee. 

Blomkamp, 33, stands out in Hollywood as 
especially protective of his creative autono- 
my and skeptical of the industry’s habit— a 
stance acquired after a first, high-profile proj- 
ect fell apart. 

“What I do is spend too much time think- 
ing,” Blomkamp said in the Elysium-like en- 
vironment of a Santa Monica beach hotel. 
“Most of the time I just walk around annoyed. 
Would I describe myself as relatively happy 
I suppose, but society gets to me. And the 
people that have mastered life seem to not 
care and then they die and then the grenade 
goes off.” 

That his movies, with their spaceships and 
futuristic weapons, are viewed as unusually 
political by Hollywood standards surprises 
Blomkamp. 

“If there isn’t a deep core reason for a film 
existing, what is the point?” he said. “Eor me 
to be known as a filmmaker that makes films 
that have a point. I’m stoked. But to be pi- 
geonholed into political films, I would put 
a gun in my mouth if that’s how my career 
ended up.” 

Still, the young director hopes “Elysium” 
stays with viewers after the credits roll. 

“If you want the popcorn experience, 
you’re meant to be stoked,” Blomkamp said. 
“If you’re in the elevator going down to the 
parking and ... the end bothers you, you 
watched it correctly”

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Making honest music, honestly 


Did Edward Sharpe invent 
‘post-ironic’ music?

The members of Edward Sharpe and the Mag- 
netic Zeros think pop music might be headed 
into a new phase, one in which the calculated 
cynicism and ironic detachment prevalent in 
recent years starts giving way to good old-fash- 
ioned sincerity 

Honestly 

“The term ‘post-ironic’ has been thrown 
around, and I may or may not have helped to 
have a hand in inventing it,” said the band’s 
singer and chief songwriter, Alex Ebert, who 
did invent the alter ego of Edward Sharpe 
as the namesake for the band he and several 
friends started in L.A. six years ago. 

“The interesting thing is that if you come 
right out as buUshit, no one questions you do- 
ing bullshit,” Ebert, 35, said. “No one says Lady 
Gaga’s not for real, because she’s obviously not 
for real. No one’s going to attack the veracity

of Lady Gaga today or anyone, really ... But if 
you try and approach something with a post- 
ironic or post-sarcastic sense, with a sense of 
earnestness, suddenly you have to be vetted 


and picked apart. Whereas if you presented 
yourself dishonestly, sarcastically or ironically 
it’s all good; no one’s going to question who you 
are.” 

Irony and sarcasm are in short supply on 
the group’s third album, “Edward Sharpe and 
the Magnetic Zeros,” which came out July 
23. Instead, Ebert and the nearly dozen other 
members of this hard-to-categorize collective 
pour themselves into unapologetic expressions 
of love, peace and the quest for transcendent 
experience. 

Joyful sentiments abound on the new album, 
gaining power by working in tandem with ex- 
pressions of genuine anguish and despair. It’s 
with utter sincerity that Ebert wrote and sings 
songs such as “Life Is Hard,” “Better Days” and 
“If I Were Eree” this time around. 

“The main thing I’m grappling with,” the 
L.A. native said, “is sort of impulse versus re- 
flection.” 

In a sense, it’s the old tug between the 
spiritual and the temporal that artists have 


grappled with through the ages. Ebert engages 
in that tussle in the indie-rock arena with a 
musical attitude that also splits the difference 
between the boundaries of pop song structure 
that he greatly admires and the freedom of an 
expository jam-band mind-set. 

It also surfaces in Ebert’s invention of the 
Sharpe alter ego, whom he has described as “a 
messianic figure sent down to Earth to kinda 
heal and save mankind but who kept getting 
distracted by girls and falling in love.” 

He and his bandmates have mustered the 
audacity in the post-authentic age to sing, in 
the new album’s song “Peace:” “Joy, joy is the 
giving, give to everybody joy joy” 

Such unmodulated emotion does leave Eb- 
ert and his bandmates open to criticism from 
those who still live in the post-authentic world. 
Magnetic Zeros guitarist Christian Letts wants 
nothing to do with that attitude. 

“Eve been in other bands where you don’t 
smile because it’s not cool,” he said. “I think 
these [positive] emotions are really contagious.”
